Mr. Tremblay spoke in French, 
pleading for "sane, honest, progres- 
ve government,” and eulogizing 
Mr. Gray as a “man of the soil, fam- 
liar with the farmers’ problems 
and eager to solve them.” 

TREE SPEECH 

Admonitions to support a govern- 
ment that would respect people's 
rights of religion, free speech and 
free assembly, were addressed to 
the convention, composed mainly of 
French-speaking citizens, by Mr.

DIVIDED THOUGHT 


“There is a division of thought 
among Albertans that runs right 
through the province today. It 
consists of those who are for the 
nt government and those who 
inst it.

“In the first place, I would pre- 
fer to come before you not 
merely as the Liberal leader but 
as one who would like to be con- 
sidered an ordinary citizen like 
yourselves.

mum rate of 5 per cent., and not 
from 7 to 9 per cent. Similarly, the 
small business man requires low in- 
erest. 

“This province was built up by 
pioneers, without money, borrow- 
ing at high interest rates on the 
standards of high yields and high 
prices. But with wheat selling at 
25 cents a bushel and oats at a 
corresponding low figure, it is 
impossible for the old rates to be 
maintained now.

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REFERRED TO THE COURTS 

Alberta's three controverted pieces of legis- 
lation are to go to the Supreme Court of Canada, 
and afterward to the Privy Council, before the 
Governor General advises the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor as to giving or with-holding his assent to 
them. The general question of the power of the 
Dominion to disallow provincial legislation has 
already been submitted to the Supreme Court, 
and may eventually also reach the Privy Council. 

Should tke courts decide that the three acts 
are ultra vires, the question of disallowance will 
not arise in that connection. Should they be 
found intra vires, and should it be also found the 
Dominion has the disallowance power, their fate 
will rest on action by the Dominion Government. 
Should it be found the Dominion has no power 
to disallow, the federal authority will have noth- 
ing further to do with the acts, whether they are 
bad or good law. 

The Provincial Government wanted the bank 
taxation act and the credit control act put into 
force, and later on tried out by “test cases” in the 
courts of the province, with appeals to the 
Supreme Court and the Privy Council should 
these be necessary. The Dominion declined to 
adopt that course. For the reason that while 
the “test cases’ were dragging their way from 
court to court all those subject to such legislation 
would have to carry on in the assumption that 
it was valid. Also because the year during which 
disallowance may be exercised would elapse be- 
fore the “test cases” were concluded. 

These are sound reasons for the refusal. Had 
the Dominion consented to the acts coming into 
force in the meantime it would have indirectly 


waived its right to disallow them, if it has such. | 


right. No Dominion Government has ever 
claimed to have the power to disallow legislation 
that had been enacted more than a year since. 

It is better that the standing of these three 
acts, and also the broad question of disallowance, 
be settled definitely before any further compli- 
cations arise. It would have been better still had 
reference been made to the courts when the three 
former acts were up for consideration at Ottawa. 
There is no profit in “maybe” legislation, and a 
Vast amount of danger.

WEATHER PROPHETS 


The aged Indian, the hardy trapper and the 
city chap with rheumatism in his left knee are 
having a pretty tough time this season in predict- 
ing the weather that is to be our lot this coming 
winter. It is true there is the evidence of the 
bar on the trees, the hair on the sheep's back and 
the migration of the wild geese that the winter 
is to be long and cold. But on the other hand 
there is evidence just as strong—they say the 
beavers and the squirrels are putting by but 
small stores of provisions—that the winter is to 
be mild and open. Some contend that a warm 
summer and a fine fall are sure to be followed 
by a winter of extreme severity. Others are just 
as confident that a warm summer and a fine fall 
are sure to be followed by a winter of unusual 
mildness. And we know of no way of deciding 
between them, at least not before next April.

Your Health

In yesterday's article, I started the discussion 
of one of the functional heart disorders known 


as palpitation, in which the patient becomes 
aware of the irregularity of the heart's action. 
In a mild attack, the patient may say that the 
heart flutters, or may say he has a sensation of 
what he refers to as “goneness,” meaning a sen- 
sation like that experienced when dropping 
swiftly in an elevator. In the severe attacks, the 
heart action is so violent that the pulsations may 
be readily seen by watching the chest wall, there 
is a vigorous throbbing in the arteries, and the 
rapidity of the heart rate is markedly noticeable. 
Such attacks of palpitation may last any- 
where from a few minutes to a few honrs. If the 
patient refuses to take them seriously but 
watches the heart action in the attitude of one 
who is watching the tantrums of a child, an al- 
most immediate quieting action may be noted. 
Many cases are due to mistakes in diet or to 
acute indigestion and in such instances, the adop- 
tion of more sensible habits of eating will bring 
excellent results. It is a good plan to reassure 
the patient as to his safety and he should be ad- 
vised to obtain sufficient sleep, to avoid stimu- 
lants, to avoid very large meals and to omit those 
foods which tend to produce large amounts of 
gas 


Another symptom often seen in functional 
heart disorders is pain. It is a significant fact 
that many of the serious forms of heart trouble, 
in the beginning, are not accompanied by pain. 
In considering the pain due to a disturbance of 
function it is important to find out if the paifi 
seems to follow excitement, emotion or activity. 

Heart pain may be due to indigestion, to ex- 
cessive use of tobacco, or to nervousness. The 
patient may mention a dull, disagreeable pain 
which is somewhat persistent, but as a general 
rule the pain is described as lasting for a short 
time and being sharp or stabbing. While the 
pain usually bears little relationship to exertion 
it is often the aftermath of emotional strain. It 
may appear at night when the patient is in bed. 
When it has been ascertained that the pains are 
the result of nervous factors, then reassurance, 
the regulation of the diet, and better emotional 
control may successfully banish the symptom. 

Another one of the functional heart disorders 
has been given the name of the “Effort Syn- 
drome,” or “Neuro-Circulatory Asthenia,” and 
includes a combination of symptoms, such as 
shortness of breath, fatigue following slight acti- 
vity, palpitation, dizziness upon quick change in 
position, and possibly low blood pressure. The 
patient is usually of the nervous type and the 
body is generally long and thin. 
are frequently weak and flabby. 

The patient complains of being short of 
breath if hurried, finds that action brings quick 
fatigue and a fast pulse, and is easily upset by 
stress or strain. As a general rule, he is not 
well fitted to do heavy physical work. 

The patient is usually very open to suggestion 
and in working out a satisfactory treatment, all 
mention of any suggestion of heart trouble 
should be avoided. It is advisable to go over his 
living habits with him and show him how to live 
in such a way as to take care of his physical 
health to the best advantage. With the right 
kind of advice, he may frequently be returned 
to a normal, useful life, and will get alcng all 
right when he learns to avoid stress and strain,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Dee G. wants to know: “What 
is bronchitis, also bronchial asthma? One doc- 
tor says I have the first, another doctor says the 
second.” 

ANSWER: Bronchitis refers to an inflamma- 
tion of the bronchial tubes; bronchial asthma is 
marked by attacks of difficult breathing, with 
wheezing, cough, and a sense of constriction due 
te spasmodic contraction of the bronchi. The 
symptoms of bronchial asthma may closely re- 
semble those of bronchitis. 

QUESTION—Mrs. F. W. writes: “What is the 
cause of varicose veins and what treatment do 
you recommend for varicose ulcers?” 

ANSWER: I find that the best treatment for 
varicose veins is to reduce them by fasting, diet- 
ing and physio-therapy treatment. Excellent 
results may often be secured at home by the use 
of the ice treatment. This treatment is described 
in my article on Varicose Veins which I will be 
glad to send to any reader who will write to me 
enclosing a large, self-addressed envelope. The 
ice will contract the walls of the veins. The cause 
of varicose veins is usually prolapsus, which 
causes préssure on the veins coming out of the 
legs. If constipation is present, producing fur- 
ther pressure because of packed-up material, 
this must be considered a contributing cause. 
Such pressure slows down the circulation of 
blood in the veins and the valves then break 
down. It is very difficult to bring about a com- 
plete cure but the veins can be reduced to where 
the patient is comfortable and they can be kept 
from getting worse. In treating varicose ulcers 
I recommend the ultra violet light applied dir- 
ectly to the spot. By fasting, dieting, abdominal 
manipulation, exercise, and treatment given tv 
the area affected by the varicose ulcer, the ulcers 
can be healed and it is possible to give enough 
relief so that the patient will not be greatly 
troubled with varicose veins.

‘On This Date 


| A Day in Canadian History 


| By FRED WILLIAMS 
| In the first days of November 
1809, the French Canadian habit- 
ants on the shores of the St. Law- 
rence between Montreal and Que- 
bec were alarmed by the sight of a 
boat larger than any they had ever 
seen belching forth flames and 
smoke in clouds from two great 
pipes in its centre. Devoutly they 
crossed themselves and sought out 
their priests to “ask protection 
from the devil's fire boat.” The 
vessel which so alarmed them was 
the first steambceat to ply on the 
St. Lawrence. Built at Montreal 
by John Molson, she had been 
launched in October and named the 
| Accommodation. She measured 72 
| feet in length of keel and 85 feet 
over all, with 16 feet width of 
heam. She had a capacity of 40 
tons, carried an engine of six horse- 
power and was equipped with two 
paddle wheels. 
| The maiden trip down river 
| started at 2:30 p.m. Wednesday 
November 1. Owing to lack of 
light and buoys the journey had 
to be done by daylight. She cov- 
ered the distance from Montreal to 
Three Rivers in 24 hours, having, 
of course, the aid of the strong 
down-stream current, and reached 
Quebec at 8:30 a.m., November 4. 
On the return journey against the 
stream the voyage took more than 
a week. The accommodation on the 
Accommodation was slight, there 
heing room aboard for only 20 
passengers, the cabin containing a 
| double row of open berths, so that 
| ladies were not welcomed, and on 
| the first voyage down only 10 men 
| “risked the perils” of the “fool- 
| hardy” passage. But she paved the 
way and within two years had a 
sister, the Swiftsure, built in Eng- 
land, to John Molson’s order, with 
28 horse power, and from then on 
the steamer drove the schooner off 
the river for passenger travel. The 
| Molsons were the true fathers of 
the port of Montreal. 


It was on November 4, 1875, that 
Victoria, B.C., was staggered by the 
worst marine disaster in its his- 
tory. The steamship Pacific was 
dashed against the rocks off Cape 

Flattery and 385 lives were lost. 


| Only a very few of the bodies 
were recovered. 


In 1834 William Lyon Mackenzie 
found that he could not act as 
| mayor of Toronto and editor of The 
Colonial Advocate at the same 
time. Accordingly on November 4 
of that year he suspended publica- 
tion of his newspaper which he 
had conducted for 10 years. But 
| the next March he lost the 
mayoralty, and replaced The Ad- 
vocate with The Constitution in 
which, until just before his flight 
in 1837, he preached his political 
gospel. Copies of both are now 
guite rare and very valuable.

T. B. Major, secretary-treasurer 
of the town, answering J. J. Fraw- 
ley, K.C., acting for the provincial 
government, said no special collect- 
ors were hired for special efforts 
made by the 1936 council to ensure | 
increased collections on current and 
arrears of taxes although the coun- 
cil’s budget proposed to increase 
revenue from this source by $7,000. 


NEVER ANY HOPE 

Mr. Major said, in his opinion, 
there was never any hope of col- 
lecting $4,000 additional municipal 
and $5,000 additional school tax cur- 
rent and arrears of taxes 


He said he had no instructions 
from the council to terminate R. F 
Stewart's engagement as supervisor 
for the town at the Beverly Coal 
Company, Ltd. mine, but added he 
did not pay salary after the period 
of engagement authorized by the 
Board of Public Utilities The 
council was aware of the Board's | 
ruling that estimates only provided 
for Mr. Stewart's engagement up to 
May, 1936, but no instructions were 
issued to dispense with his ser- 
vices, Mr. Major stated. He was dis- 
missed by Mr. Rushton when he be-

Mayor Hits Fortin 


Plan; Cowper Spikes 
Rumor, Urges Houses 


Demand that the Fortin debt extension plan must be re- 
‘pened was made by several mayoralty and aldermanic can- 
didates at municipal election meetings held at Wesmount | 
Community Hall, Rossdale School, and Calder, Wednesday | Applications for Waremensea for 10 
evening. Forceful and uncompromising attacks were made youths who were caught by police 
on the plan by its opponents, it being termed “one of the rot- 
tenest deals ever put over,” and that “even its supporters had 
been fooled and taken for a ride by the smooth-tongued Mr. 


“ortin,” 

Mayor J, A. Clarke promised that 
if re-elected he would see discus- 
sion on the plan would be re-open- 
ed. This question must be given 
more consideration before it is rati- 
fied by the Alberta legislature, he 
stated. He charged that aldermen 
had violated their election pledges 
in voting for the plan without se- 
curing reduction of interest charges 

Alderman Margaret Crang term- 
ed the plan the “rottenest deal ever 
put over." She said Jules Fortin 


put it over on the simple aldermen 
here, 


HANDED LEMON 


This plan is certainly going to be 
re-opened, stated Sidney S_ Bow- 
cott, school board candidate. The 
publie school board was handed a 
lemon in this deal. Instead of hav- 
ing $300,000 available to build new 
schools we were taken “for a ride.” 
I will move to have this pian re- 
opened, he stated. 

The Fortin plan did not answer 
the question of the city’s financial 
position and was not a final settle- 
ment of the question, was the opin- 
ion expressed by H. D, Ainlay, ald- 
ermanic candidate. 

Alderman J W. Fry, mayoralty 
candidate, was heckled at 
mount school meeting on assess- 
ment and on banks coming in and 
“robbing the people.” 

Mayor Clarke, who was given an 
ovation, was asked if he thought a 
man should have to wait for two 
years after coming to the city for a 
job. The mayor replied there was 
nothing to prevent @ man taking a 
job if he could find one, but he was 
opposed to men coming from rural 
municipalities where they should 
get relief, to depose men already 
here. 

MAYOR'S STAND 

Mayor J. A. Clarke, seeking re- 
election for his fourth consecutive 
term, stressed the necessity for re- 
adjustment of the tremendous load 
of civie debt, and “I am out to get 
a etter settlement than that offer- 
ed by the Fortin Plan,” he stated. 
This question must be brought be- 
fore council next year, it must be 
given further consideration before 
the deal is ratified by the Alberta 
legislature. Moose Jaw and Windsor 
have defied the financial interests 
and will not accept the deals pro- 
pounded for them by Mr. Fortin, Is 
there any reason why Edmonton 
should be betrayed into accepting a 
plan which does not reduce inter-

be so presumptious ag to interfere 


between any person and his God.” 
Mr. Cowper recalled that he had 


opposed the Fortin plan, but it had 


two features that commended it, 
namely, it permitted a certain 
amount of money to become avail- 
able and it permitted adoption of a 
refunding plan 

He emphatically advocated a 
home-building program and stress- 
ed the benefits to be derived 
therefrom. He charged that the 
seven year boycott of the prairie 
provinces by the housing com- 
mittee, had resulted in a short- 
age of homes. Figures supplied 
him showed that before 75 per 
cent, of the people of this city 
owned their own homes that 5,000 
new homes would be required. 


An obvious remedy to the unem- 
ployment problem was adoption of 
a housing plan. It would cut 
unemployment; it would stimulate 
business and it would provide ad- 
ditional markets for the city utili- 
ties, which provided a permanent 
source of revenue for the city, In 
this connection he mentioned thet 
the utilities yielded the city $43 per 
house last year. . 


HAS NINE FAMILIES 
Mr. Cowper adduced further evi- 
dence of need for housing accom- 


| modation when he showed that in 


est on our indebtedness, but which | 


only extends the time for payment 
over 30 years with the bonds carry- 


ing their original interest rates, 
stated Mayor Clarke. 
He chided aldermen who were 


elected on their pledge that they 


would not be satisfied unless a re-|

DOUBLED RATES 

Mayor Clarke asserted taxpayers 
were not getting-a square deal un- 
der the plan which called for inter- 
est payments at rates double that 
paid by municipalities in Eastern 
Canada. 


He promised continued support 
to extension of airport facilities 
in Edmonton. If Edmonton is to 
continue to secure the vast trade 
to the mineral belts in the north 
facilities must be provided to 
take care of that trade, he said. 

Civic salaries must be restored to 
pre-depression basis, Mayor Clarke 
stated, and “I pledge myself to see 
that this is done if re-elected. A 
start has been made in restoration 
of civic salaries, he said. He also 
advocated the establishing of a five

The only answers I have been able to get are that it helps Canada's 
prestige, encourages our athictes and in some vague way or other is 
supposed to make for peace and goodwill among the nations, 


I'll never understand how the feeble showings Canada has made in| 
the Olympics helped her prestige. In fact, 1 doubt that even the United | 
States actually got a dollar’s worth of prestige out of the last big games! 
in Berlin. The games do however encourage our athletes—for a tew | 
months before each Olympiad. But proper training grounds, trainers and| 
equipment would encourage our athletes a lot more on the whole, The! 
final argument that the Olympics make for peace and goodwill is nothing | 
but hooey, The last games in Germany actually provoked more bitter 
feelings between races than anything else. It brought to a head the! 
animosity between Jews and Germans that has since spread over the| 
entire sport world. 


From a publicity angle, I maintain that a self-paying international 
tour, sach as the Edmonton Superiors made through Europe, gives 
bigger returns than entry in the Olympics 


The Canadian sport bodies that broke away from the A.A.U. of C. 
might very well ponder for awhile on the actual value of the Olympics. 
These games have been accepted too long without being assayed. The 
money that Canada has spent on Olympic joy rides would have given the 
country a dozen modern sport plants where Canadians could enjoy 
recreation for decades to come.
